Climate goals 
a challenge 


N.S. 'floundering' on 
environment issues, 
ecology group says 

By ROBYN YOUNG 

Metro Halifax 

Life preservers adorned the gates of 
Province House yesterday morning 
as a signal from the Ecology Action 
Centre that the government is not 
doing enough to combat climate 
change. 

Members said the 
province is "floun¬ 
dering" and needs to 
be bailed out of the 
crisis. 

Inside the house, 

Environment Min¬ 
ister Mark Parent 
and Economic De¬ 
velopment Minister 
Angus Maclsaac 
shared the province's one-year re¬ 
port card on the Environmental 
Goals and Sustainable Prosperity 
Act. 

"Today, I am proud to report to all 
Nova Scotians that we are making 
progress in meeting our aggressive 
targets," Parent said. 

The act outlines 21 goals includ¬ 
ing reducing air emissions and 
waste, new energy standards for 
buildings and protection for land 
and water. 

Mark Butler, policy director of 
the Ecology Action Centre, said al¬ 


though the province has made 
some environmental strides in the 
past year, it's not enough. 

"On some big issues, like climate 
change, there has been little to no 
progress," he said. 

Parent said significant progress 
has been made toward safer drink¬ 
ing water; the percentage of pro¬ 
tected land in the province has 
increased from 8.2 per cent to 8.7 
per cent; and the province has 
made great strides in renewable 
energy, with $5 million spent on 
wind energy and a 
tidal energy demon¬ 
stration project in 
the works. 

But the province's 
climate change goal 
is going to be a chal¬ 
lenge, he admitted. 

"That will be per¬ 
haps the most chal¬ 
lenging goal in the 
21 goals," he said. 

The government has committed 
to reducing greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions in the province by 10 per cent 
below 1990 levels by the year 
2020. 

New Democrat MLA Howard 
Epstein says it's unlikely the 
province will meet that goal. 

"I think it's convenient for the 
government to set a date that's far 
into the future, and there's very lit¬ 
tle indication that they're aggres¬ 
sive about it," he said.

'We eat too much, 
we drink too much' 


Capital Health CEO 
urges residents to 
take responsibility

Capital Health has enough 
money to treat the sick — so 
long as the rest of us make an 
effort to stay healthy, says 
health authority 

CEO Chris Power. 

"We eat too 

much, we drink too 
much, we smoke 
too much, and we 
don't get enough 
exercise. Then we 

come to the 

doorstep and say 
'fix us,'" Power told 
a Halifax Chamber of Com¬ 
merce luncheon yesterday. 

"You have a right to expect 
timely health care, but you 
also have a responsibility to 
maintain your own health." 

Demographics are Nova 
Scotia's main health-care 
problem. By 2020, a quarter of 
us will be 65 or older. It costs 


$ 1,550 to care for each person 
under 65, and four times that 
amount for those 65 to 74. 

Health care swallows up 44 
per cent of the provincial 
budget. The Capital District 
Health Authority, which is re¬ 
sponsible for all hospitals in 
Metro and Hants County ex¬ 
cept the IWK, has a budget of 
more than $700 million a year. 

Power said the health au¬ 
thority can work 
with that 
budget, so long 
as it changes the 
way things oper¬ 
ate. It's building 
a new $ 17-mil- 
lion emergency 
room and hopes 
to change the 
way it triages 
patients and the way staff op¬ 
erates to cut waiting times. 

Power said the hospital has 
also managed to cut the num¬ 
ber of people waiting in hos¬ 
pital beds for long-term care. 
Last year, there were 250 peo¬ 
ple waiting for a long-term 
care placement; this year, 
there are 140 people.

Private clinic surgeries going Very well': Health chief 


The head of the province's 
largest health authority says 
she's pleased with how pub¬ 
licly funded surgeries at the 
private clinic Scotia Surgery 
are going. 

"So far, it's been going very, 
very well," Capital Health Dis¬ 
trict Authority CEO Chris 
Power said yesterday, after 


speaking to the 
Halifax Cham¬ 
ber of Com¬ 
merce. 

She said the 
hospital has 
fixed its shortage of anes¬ 
thetists, which has also helped 
clear a surgery backlog. 

On March 12, the province 


announced it would do 500 
simple orthopedic suigeries a 
year at Scotia Suigery, spend¬ 
ing $1 million and freeing up 
space at the QEII Health Sci¬ 
ences Centre for more com¬ 
plex surgeries. The 
controversial move had critics 
complaining the province was 
trying to privatize health care. 


The hospital has also sent 
some breast surgeries to the 
IWK Health Centre, which 
had OR space, and to the mil¬ 
itary hospital at Stadacona. 

Power said she hopes to 
send more suigeries to hospi¬ 
tals outside metro that may 
have free OR space.

Arrests in 
debit scam 


Hundreds affected 
by compromised 
keypads, police say

Police say hundreds of people 
in the Halifax area have lost 
money to scammers who use 
doctored debit-card readers 
to steal your bank card infor¬ 
mation. 

Yesterday, they arrested 
three people who they believe 
stole two bank- 
card machines 
from stores in Hal¬ 
ifax and Dart¬ 
mouth Tuesday 
night. 

At 1:20 and 5:40 
p.m., suspects hit 
the Bentley stores 
in Park Lane and 
Scotia Square, dis¬ 
tracting the staff and switch¬ 
ing keypads. Staff figured out 
their machine had been 
switched when they couldn't 
get it to work. 

A few hours later, at 9:22 
p.m., staff at the Staples on 
Woodlawn Road in Dart¬ 
mouth discovered their In- 
terac keypad was missing 
after two suspects had left 
the store. 

Yesterday morning, secu¬ 
rity at Scotia Square saw the 
suspects from the night be¬ 


fore, and called police. So did 
security at Park Lane, where 
police arrested three people. 

No charges have been laid 
yet. 

Halifax Regional Police 
Const. Jeff Carr said scam¬ 
mers, usually from outside 
the province, come to town, 
swipe the machines from 
stores, replace them with 
doctored ones, and come 
back in a week or two to pick 
up the doctored keypads. 

"Whoever uses the PIN pad 
has had their information 
compromised. 
They make a 
dummy card, and 
it's just like you're 
walking up to a 
bank machine," 
Carr said. 

Usually, the 
thieves will then 
take out the maxi¬ 
mum daily cash 
limit on their victims' ac¬ 
counts. Carr said people 
should change their bank 
card PINs regularly to avoid 
falling victim to bank-card 
skimmers, but most don't do 
it. 

If it happens to you, Carr 
said, call your bank and 
they'll reimburse you. 

He said police advise busi¬ 
nesses to attach their PIN 
readers to a post or a counter 
so they're not easily stolen.

Health Minister Chris d'En- 
tremont says he had no idea 
renovations to the IWK Health 
Centre are $10 million over 
budget. 

"When our staff was asking, 
'How's the project going?', we 
were getting back, 'You know, 
everything is fine,"' he said. "It 
wasn't until sort of the 10th 
hour that we really knew 
there was a problem there." 

A recent report found the 
$48-million project ran over 
budget due to the rising cost of 
building materials and last- 
minute changes to plans with¬ 
out consideration of the 
budget. 

"We should've done a better 


job at figuring out those costs 
as we went along, probably 
instead of waiting until closer 
to the end and saying, 'Hey, 
we're not going to have 
enough money to finish,"' IWK 
CEO Anne McGuire said. 

The health department and 
IWK Health Foundation are 
paying an extra $9 million to 
help cover the deficit, and the 
rest will be made up through 
scaling back on renovating 
non-clinical spaces, such as 
teaching and office areas, 
McGuire said. 

A project manager has since 
been hired at a cost of 
$130,000, included in the $9 
million. 

The project, which began 
six years ago, is on schedule to 
be complete by 2010, McGuire 
said. 


Whistle program 
puts spotlight on 
safety concerns

Usually handing out whistles 
to employees is a symbolic 
gesture of exposing abuses. 
But the whistles in a new 
NSGEU nurse safety cam¬ 
paign may need to be used for 
real emergencies. 

The NSGEU started its 
Blow the Whistle on Work¬ 
place Violence campaign this 
week after speaking with a 
cross-section of nurses and 
finding almost unanimously 
they had experienced some 
form of abuse. The abuses 
ranged from physical vio¬ 
lence to bullying — the 
abusers ranged from patients 


to co-workers. 

"Once I was leaning over 
the bed of an elder patient 
who had dementia ... he 
reached up and grabbed my 


uniform collar," recalled 
nurse Janet MacKenzie. "I 
grabbed his hands because I 
knew if I let go of his hands 
he was going to hit me. If I 


had had that whistle I would 
have been able to blow it and 
get help." 

Luckily, as she yelled for 
help, an orderly was walking 
by and heard her. But 
MacKenzie says such inci¬ 
dents have become too com¬ 
mon. 

The campaign involves 
F distributing whistles on lan- 
| yards, as well as posters and 
8 newsletters to inform nurses 
| of their rights. 

° NSGEU president Joan 
| Jessome said understaffing 
and high-stress situations 
can lead to emotional abuse 
by co-workers and manage¬ 
ment. 

"Harassment, both physi¬ 
cal and psychological, is ram¬ 
pant. That's why it's so 
important to launch this 
campaign," she said.

Premier urges feds to reconsider 


Cape Breton coast 
guard vessel being 
moved to Quebec

In a letter sent to the prime 
minister yesterday, Premier 
Rodney MacDonald urged 
the federal government to 
reconsider its decision to 
move a coast guard vessel 
from the Coast Guard Col¬ 
lege in Cape Breton. 


"I am very concerned 
moving the Cap Perce will 
have a detrimental impact 
on the Coast Guard College's 
ability to train new recruits," 
he wrote. 

The federal Conservatives 
made the announcement 
Monday the vessel — which 
is used for training at the 
Coast Guard College in Syd¬ 
ney — will be moved to Que¬ 
bec. 

"We're very disappointed," 
MacDonald said yesterday at 
the legislature. 


Some reports on the an¬ 
nouncement suggest it was 
political and the vessel is 
being moved to the Bloc 
Quebecois riding of the 
Lower North Shore of Que¬ 
bec to help the Tories win 
votes. 

But a Department of Fish¬ 
eries and Oceans news re¬ 
lease stated the coast guard 
identified a need for in¬ 
creased capabilities in that 
area as part of its search and 
rescue needs analysis.

At 
least one wall needs to be re¬ 
painted, Hadley said. 

Because fire investigators 
have deemed the incident sus¬ 
picious, it's now in the hands 
of police, and spokesman 
Const. Jeff Carr said police are 
working with the principal to 
determine who's responsible. 

"We don't know who did it," 
Carr said. "We believe it was 
likely kids or a kid playing 


with matches." 

Hadley wasn't sure how 
much the damages cost or 
who is on the hook for them, 
but said it will either be the 
school board's insurer or Sco¬ 
tia Learning Centres, which 
owns and operates the 
province's P3 schools. 

Hadley said the school will 
likely reopen next Tuesday 
after the long weekend.

Decision could 
toughen sentences 
for young offenders 

One hundred years after Par¬ 
liament created a juvenile jus¬ 
tice system, a ruling from the 
Supreme Court of Canada to¬ 
morrow could determine 
whether young offenders will 
still be treated differently than 
adults — and whether federal 
Conservatives push ahead 
with plans to toughen sen¬ 
tences for violent youths. 

The long-awaited ruling by 
the court involves the case of 


"D.B.," a Hamilton, Ont., 
youth convicted of 
manslaughter for "sucker 
punching" and stomping on a 
fellow teen at a local shopping 
mall in 2003. The victim later 
died of his injuries. 

At issue in the case are sev¬ 
eral key provisions in the 
Youth Criminal Justice Act, 
which require young people 
who commit violent crimes to 


justify why they should be 
sentenced as a youth instead 
of as an adult — and why 
their identity should remain 
shielded by a publication ban. 

When D.B. pleaded guilty in 
2004, Superior Court Justice 
Thomas Lofchik ruled the 
provisions were unconstitu¬ 
tional, violating principles of 
fundamental justice guaran¬ 
teed by the Charter of Rights 


and Freedoms. He sentenced 
D.B. to a youth court term of 
three years. 

In upholding that decision 
in 2006, Justice Stephen 
Goudge of the Ontario Court 
of Appeal said that because 
adult sentences are presumed 
to be the norm and youth sen¬ 
tences the exception for seri¬ 
ous crimes, the provisions run 
counter to Canadian society's 
century-old notions of justice 
— namely that youths should 
be treated differently from 
adult offenders, in recognition 
of their reduced maturity

Refugee applicants 
to Canada on rise 

As Canada's refugee backlog 
continues to grow, asylum 
seekers from the U.S. are ap¬ 
pearing prominently on the 
radar for the first time, rank¬ 
ing fifth among other top 
refugee source countries in 
the world. 

Latest statistics from the 
Immigration and Refugee 
Board showed the number of 
refugee cases pending a deci¬ 
sion has doubled since the 
Conservatives took power in 
2006 from 20,446 to 42,000 
last year—a result of the gov- 
ernment's slow response to 
filling adjudicator vacancies. 

And surprisingly, close to 
1,000 American citizens filed 
asylum claims in Canada in 
2007, with 305 more lodged 
just in the first three months 


U.S. claimants 

While these U.S. claimants 
are listed as Americans, their 
claims are processed with their 
foreign-born parents and also 
weighed against their circum¬ 
stances south of the border. It's 
not surprising that the group 
yielded only a 5 per cent ac¬ 
ceptance rate. Rejected 
claimants are generally re¬ 
turned to their homeland or 
last country of residency.

Pharmaceutical giant Bayer 
AG voluntarily removed the 
anti-bleeding drug Aprotinin,

risks. 

"The ... study will change 
the way heart surgery is done 
around the world," said Dr.

Teemu Selanne and his 
Finnish teammates looked on 
in disbelief as Team USA al¬ 
most did the unthinkable. 

Finland, up 2-0 in the 
dying minutes of the quarter¬ 
finals at the world hockey 
championship, surrendered 
back-to-back goals in a 37- 
second span and allowed last 
night's tournament finale at 
the Metro Centre to head to 
overtime. 

"We were like, 'We can't 
believe it. This can't be true,'" 
the Anaheim Ducks winger 
said. "But we were dominat¬ 
ing the game, and that's why 
I knew we had a chance to 
win." 

Finland, which outshot the 
United States 33-24, quickly 
recovered in a back-and- 
forth overtime, getting the 
game winner from Washing¬ 
ton Capitals defenceman 
Sami Lepisto on a slapshot 
from the point 3:59 into the 
10-minute frame. 

"God, it was good to see 
that puck go in," said Selanne, 
a 37-year-old who is ponder¬ 
ing retirement and is more 
than likely headed to the 
Hockey Hall of Fame not long 
after he hangs up the skates. 

Tuomo Ruutu and Janne 


Niskala scored in the first and 
second periods to stake Fin¬ 
land to the two-goal lead. 

Selanne said there was just 
"one bad minute" in the 
whole game. 

"I don't think we even 
made any mistakes," he said. 
"If they were controlling the 
game, we'd probably think, 'I 
don't know if we're gonna 
come back from this.' But we 
didn't quit." 

Finland plays Russia in to¬ 
morrow's semifinals in Que¬ 
bec City. 

Phil Kessel and Drew 
Stafford scored for the U.S. 
with 4:16 and 3:39 remaining 
in the game, and Robert 
Esche — who entered the 
tournament as the third- 
stringer for the squad — was 
player of the game with a 30- 
save performance. 

The Americans, a young 
team with an average age of 
less than 25, were assembled 
with the purpose of building 
a team for the 2010 Winter 
Olympic Games in Vancou¬ 
ver. 

Given that, U.S. head coach 
John Tortorella was happy to 
see his troops battle back late 
in the game. Dustin Brown 
had a golden chance to win it 
right before Lepisto's goal. 

"You're looking at 2010, 
and this is a good core here," 
Tortorella said. "This is why 
we are so young.

"When it was 2-2, I was 
wondering if that ferry 
parked outside had a direct 
route to Columbus," joked 
head coach Ken Hitchcock, 
who lives in Ohio as coach of 
the NHL's Blue Jackets. 

Norway, which nearly 
shocked Canada when it 
fought to a 2-1 loss in the 
round robin, was in another 
close game until it got into 
penalty trouble midway 
through the second period.

Derek Roy 
followed that up with two 
goals in a span of 2:42 on bul¬ 
let shots from the faceoff cir¬ 
cle, making it 5-2 after 40 
minutes, and completed his 
hat trick in the third. 


"We expected a tough 
game — it was just a matter 
of us controlling the game 
after that and pushing them 
out of the game," said Cana¬ 
dian forward Rick Nash, who 
scored two goals of his own. 
"We had something to prove." 

As goal after goal found its 
way past Pal Grotnes and 
Norway's seemingly impen¬ 
etrable trap, you had to won¬ 
der how Canada had only 
scored four goals in the pre¬ 
vious 90 minutes. 

"They were doing things to 
frustrate us," Toews said. 
"But when you work through 
that, you're going to cash in, 
and you saw that in the final 
score at the end of the game." 

Norway took three 
straight penalties in the sec¬ 


ond period that resulted in 
goals by Toews and Roy. Nor¬ 
wegian head coach Roy Jo¬ 
hansen said his team was 
"punished by the referees." 

"We lost the game in that 
moment," he said. "He gave 
us easy penalties and made 
this game impossible for us." 

Hitchcock said Norway got 
what it deserved. 

"Quite frankly, those refer¬ 
ees caught them on the shots 
they got away with in the 2- 
1 game," he said. "We de¬ 
served to go on the power 
play and that's why we won." 

Norway made hockey his¬ 
tory with its first appearance 
in the world quarter-finals, 
and veteran captain Tommy 
Jakobsen said his team could 
"leave with our heads up 


high." 

The sellout crowd of 9,192 
rose to its feet and roared in 
the final minute, a fitting 
sendoff to a dominating team 
that won seven straight 
games and outscored oppo¬ 
nents 43-12. 

"I don't think there could 
have been a better city than 
Halifax to host this," Nash 
said. "But, in saying that, 
we're happy to move on. The 
next game against Sweden is 
going to be fun."

Paul Pierce scored 29 points,

"We own up to the error on 
the walkthrough story," the 
tabloid said in its apology for

World No. l Henin retires 



Belgian leaves 
tennis at 25 with 
7 Grand Slams 

World No. 1 Justine Henin 
announced she was retiring 
from professional tennis with 
immediate effect yesterday. 

"It's the end of a wonderful 
adventure but it's something 
I have been thinking about 
for a long time," the Belgian 
told a news conference. 

Henin, the winner of seven 
Grand Slam titles, had been 
expected to defend her 
French Open crown later this 
month but instead opted to 
turn her back on the sport at 
the age of just 25. 

"I am leaving as the world 
No. 1 and that is important 
and it is always better to go 
out at the top," said Henin, 
who won 41 titles since turn¬ 
ing professional in 1999. 

She also became the first 


woman to quit the sport 
while ranked No. 1. 

"I have been driving my ca¬ 
reer based on an emotion but 
I didn't feel that emotion any¬ 
more since (last year's sea¬ 
son-ending championships 
in) Madrid," said Henin, 
whose final match turned out 
to be a third-round defeat by 
Dinara Safina in Berlin last 
week. 


'At Madrid I felt I had 
reached the climax of my ca¬ 
reer. I had thought about tak¬ 
ing a break, but in the end I 
didn't think this was the right 
decision. 

"I decided on returning 
from (last week's tournament 
in) Berlin to stop now. I leave 
without any regrets and I 
know it is the right decision." 

Henin became the first Bel¬ 


gian to win a Grand Slam title 
with her triumph at the 
French Open in 2003 and de¬ 
spite suffering numerous tur¬ 
moils throughout her career, 
she did not let it affect her 
form on court. 

Credited with owning the 
best backhand in the game, 
she bucked the trend of the 
power players on the tour by 
climbing to the top of the 
world rankings despite her 
slight 5-foot-5 frame. 

A winner of four Roland 
Garros crowns, two U.S. 
Open titles and one at the 
Australian Open, Henin ad¬ 
mitted the lure of completing 
her collection at Wimbledon 
was not enough to prolong 
her career. 

"Winning Wimbledon 
would not have made me any 
happier," said Henin, who 
also captured Olympic gold in 
Athens four years ago.

Creating sunshine-friendly spaces 








Strategic use of 
reflective surfaces 
brings in light 

T he glorious spring 
sunshine is 
sparkling prettily 
outdoors, but don’t despair 
if you are stuck inside. The 
design team knows a fabu¬ 
lous way to bring the 
bright cheerful presence of 
sunshine into your home. 

We just love to use mir¬ 
rors to add light and 
sparkle. But think beyond 
the usual — mirrors can be 
used effectively and to 
lovely effect in many imag¬ 
inative and unexpected 
ways. 

For example, do you have 
a dark basement or other 
space with few windows? 
You can add “virtual” win¬ 
dows by positioning mir¬ 
rors opposite your existing

windows. And you can in¬ 
crease the amount of light 
directed into a room by fin¬ 
ishing the windowsill and 
perhaps the side of interior 
window frames in mirror. 

To visually expand space, 
think about mounting two 
full-length mirrors on ei¬ 
ther side of a fireplace — it 
actually makes the room 
look as if it continues be¬ 
yond the fireplace. 

Or use a row of long, tall 
mirrors spaced across a 
wall for contemporary 


flair. An oversized mirror 
in a frame, tilted against a 
wall in a bedroom or sit¬ 
ting area can add drama 
and elegance. 

A small kitchen can ben¬ 
efit from a mirrored back- 
splash. You can add 
interest in a small bath¬ 
room by

layering

its own, can also bring in 
light and expand space in 
any room of the house. 

But there is one very im¬ 
portant thing to remember 
about a mirror — it will re¬ 
flect whatever is in front of 
it. So do not commit a de¬ 
sign crime by placing a 
mirror in a 
place where it 
reflects a 
messy closet, a 
bathroom door, 
or something 
equally unin¬ 
spiring. If you 
have a beauti¬ 
ful garden out¬ 
doors, or a woodsy 
backyard, cut flowers, or a 
work of art, reflect that 
lovely picture instead. 

And if you put a mirror 
on a window sill or frame, 
make sure it reflects sky, or 
flowers or plants, for exam¬ 
ple. Do not use it to reflect 
a sidewalk, a utility pole, 
or the back side of an air 
conditioner. Be prepared to 
tilt the mirrored finish to 
reflect an attractive view. 

Finally, avoid the dust 
and grime design crime. 
The wonderful reflective 
properties of mirror means 
that it will also reflect dirt 
— remember to dust or pol¬ 
ish regularly. 

To take full advantage of 
all the benefits of mirrors 
in your home, also con¬ 
sider the effect of putting 
mirror into the back of a 
china cabinet or using a 
mirrored display shelf to 
reflect your lovely things. 
Use a mirrored “place mat” 
to reflect a beautiful cen¬

terpiece on a table, or a 
gleaming china and crystal 
place setting. If you have a 
table with a damaged top, 
consider adding a mirrored 
surface. It addition to hid¬ 
ing the damaged tabletop, 
it will reflect warm lamp¬ 
light or flickering candle¬ 
light. Very romantic! 

Aside from the reflective 
benefits of mirror, it is also 
very practical — we’ve seen 
mirror placed on the back 
or above a deep pantry 
shelf — a godsend for those 
who are sick of digging 


through their canned 
goods in search of an elu¬ 
sive ingredient. 

And as for gazing at 
yourself (another practical 
use for the mirror) con¬ 
sider bronze mirrors — 
they make people look 
healthier, younger, and 
ready to head out with con¬ 
fidence and optimism into 
that spring sunshine.

Taming of the 
imported brew 


Carlsberg reacts 
to popularity 
of foreign beers

Carlsberg arrived in Canada 
over 35 years ago with a peal 
of carillon bells and the thun¬ 
der of heavy horses, one of 
the first foreign beers to es¬ 
tablish a presence in the 
country in competition with 
the brands produced by Lab- 
batt, Molson and Carling 
O'Keefe, the trio of breweries 
that dominated the country 
in the age of the stubby. 

The beer _ 

landscape has 
changed im¬ 
measurably 
since then, 
and during its 
long sojourn 
in Canada, the 
Danish beer 

has been produced domesti¬ 
cally by Carling, Labatt, 
McAuslan and Moosehead. 

That changed this week, 
with the end of domestic pro¬ 
duction of Carlsberg here in 
January, and the relaunch of

the brand in its regular and 
light incarnations in a slim

as a premium 
import. 

For Preben 
Ganzhorn, 
Carlsberg's 
director of 
marketing 
here, it was 
less a matter of quality than 
perception, a vital factor in 
fighting the beer wars today. 

"One of the challenges for a 
brand like Carlsberg." Says 
Ganzhorn, "was that being 
produced in Canada we had 


to use the domestic brown 
standard bottle, so there was 
consumer confusion as to 
which category Carlsberg be¬ 
longed in. Generally con¬ 
sumers knew that Carlsberg 
was produced in Canada, but 


they also knew that is was a 
big international beer. 

"There was a sentiment 
that it was like a pseudo im¬ 
port brand at domestic price, 
and not a real premium beer." 

Imported beer scarcely ex¬ 
isted as a sales category in 
the age of the stubby, but 
Ganzhorn points out that it's 
exploded in the last decade, 
which motivated Carlsberg's 
decision to continue to com¬ 
pete in Canada, but as a pre¬ 
mium import, confident that 
beer connoisseurs will ap¬ 
plaud the change. 

"Our research has shown 
us that the imported beer 
category has grown signifi¬ 
cantly for the past five years. 
The Canadian beer drinker 
wants beer that is brewed at 
its place of origin. They want 
the real Carlsberg." 


a little bit of history 

Carlsberg was founded in 1847 by J.C. 
Jacobsen. 

» Jacobsen’s innovations included the 
method for propagating pure yeast. The 
yeast — named “Saccharomyces Carlsber- 
gensis" — was even given to other brewers 
for free.

Local artists 
get Sobey nod 

Two Halifax-based artists are 
among the five Atlantic Cana¬ 
dians who have been long- 
listed for the 2008 Sobey Art 
Award — one of the largest 
prizes of its kind in Canada. 

"I was surprised, and it 
was a pleasant surprise," said 
Tonia Di Risio, who is nomi¬ 
nated along with NSCAD 
University instructor Craig 
Leonard. 

They, along with Moncton- 
based artist Mario Doucette, 
Newfoundland-based Craig

Gallery faces the future 


Competition 
aims to portray 
a living Canada

It's like any other competi¬ 
tion, but in this one the win¬ 
ner will be immortalized for 
future generations. 

"We are about all Canadi¬ 
ans, not just the great and fa¬ 
mous," said Lilly Koltun, 
director general of the Portrait 
Gallery of Canada. "We are 
going to have a body of work 
that represents a living 
Canada." 

Koltun was at the Dal- 
housie University Art Gallery 
yesterday to introduce a new 
program inviting Canadians 
to nominate individuals they 
believe should be the subjects 
of portraits that will hang in 
the gallery—which Halifax is 
one of the cities vying to be 
home to.

collection," said Koltun. "Peo¬ 
ple who made a contribution, 
whether they are famous or 
not." 

Artists are also being asked 
to submit their names to the 
gallery. These artists will later 
by selected by the subject to 
do their portrait. The hope is 
that the same program will be 
repeated every two years, 
with three additional por¬ 
traits of Canadians added 


each time. 

"I was com¬ 
pletely, 100- 
per-cent 
surprised," 
said Maria 
Valverde, who 
was among 
the artists at 
yesterday's announcement. 
She is planning to submit 
work to the gallery to be con¬ 
sidered. 


"You would 
be surrounded 
by such an 
amazing group 
of Canadians 
who con¬ 
tributed so 
much to this 
country. It 
would be an honour." 

Koltun said she is no longer 
sure who first came up with 
the idea to involve Canadians 


in the process. 

"Many portrait galleries do 
commission work, so the idea 
of doing it is not new. What is 
new is that we want to in¬ 
volve Canadians in the whole 
process," she said. "We 
wanted a way to connect 
with all Canadians. 

"It means we have some¬ 
thing we can give to the chil¬ 
dren of the future."

Coldplay on mission to connect with fans 


New record called 
most anticipated 
release of the year 

The album that will put the 
new EMI under its greatest 
global scrutiny to date is also 
2008's most eagerly awaited 
release. That's the official 
word from Coldplay's new 
boss. 

The band's Viva La Vida 
or Death and All His Friends 
will be released June 12 in¬ 
ternationally on Par- 
lophone/EMI and on June 17 
in North America on Capitol. 
EMI Group chairman Guy 
Hands, who led the buyout 
of the music company last 
summer through his private- 
equity firm Terra Firma, 
says, "Right across the 


world, this is the most antic¬ 
ipated album of the year." 

As the follow-up to the 
British melodic rock band's 
X&Y album of summer 
2005, which scaled global 
sales north of 10 million 
units, according to the label, 
it's a significant release for 
many reasons. 

Just as Viva La Vida is a 
bold musical statement by a 
group that frontman Chris 
Martin says had grown to 
feel "a little dirty" by the end 
of its last campaign, the im¬ 
portance of this album to the 
new EMI, in the midst of its 
management restructuring, 
is hard to overstate. 

But Martin, sitting in the 
band's own studio, the Bak¬ 
ery in northwest London, of¬ 
fers a typically relaxed and

realistic interpretation. 

"Being on a major label at 
the moment is like living in 
your grandparents' house," 
he says. "Everyone knows 
they need to move out, and 
they will eventually, but we 
kind of like our grand¬ 
mother. 

"It's obviously an anti¬ 


quated model, because of the 
Internet, but we really love 
the people we work with. If 
we knew what the solution 
was to everything, then 
we'd do it. We have absolute 
respect for the Radioheads 
and Raconteurs and people 
who can do what they like. 
We're in contract though, so 
we're just going to make the 
most of it and enjoy the peo¬ 
ple we get to work with." 

In a bold move to reassert 
its close relationship with its 
fans, Coldplay made the 
album's first single, Violet 
Hill — a track, with some¬ 
thing of the flavor of 1967- 
68 era Beatles — available as 
a free download April 29, 
shifting more than 2 million 
units in its week of being 
available for free, according 


to EMI. A cover-mounted 7- 
inch vinyl edition of the sin¬ 
gle was given away with the 
May 10 issue of British 
music weekly NME, which 
went on sale May 6 — the 
only physical version of the 
single to be made available, 
although it also went on sale 
at digital outlets the same 
day. 

"Of course we want to sell 
a lot of records," Martin 
says. "But we want to get 
right back to the root of 
everything, by saying, 'Here 
you go, have a song, have a 
concert.' All that other stuff 
we have to do because we're 
in contract, that's all going 
to happen, of course, but it's 
just starting from that place. 
It makes us feel good as a 
group of people." reuters
